stmte Nebraska ranks third both in acreage and produc-

has averaged near 190.000,000 bu. and haa an aver- 
valuation of J156.856.SOS.

proudest of her corn production, her wheat production 
tm act to b« scorned.

AM In alfalfa, Nebraska ranks first among 
the 


. erbrtes la production of prairie hay. There *re nearly 


two and one-half millions of land in the state on which 
praJri* hay grows. The'average yearly production, for 
th« P*st five year«. has been 2.J57.700 ton*, -raluexl at 
119.428,000. 


The production of potatoes and sugar beets are 


two items not to be overlooked. The Annual potato pro- 
duction, for past live years, has been 8,775,8*5 bu. This 
does not include the 1922 yield, which has been on« of 
the bisrgest and most successful in history. The average 


L 
number of acres devoted to potatoes, for the period 


— 
1917 to 1921. was 103,525, valued at ,8,207.869. The value 
of the sugar beet Industry Is about the same as for po- 
tatoes, or, to bo exact. $5,687,000 yearly. There Is only 
one other state in the union that raises more beets per 
acre than Nebraska, lu total acreage and production, 
the state ranks fifth. 


A v<lrv fortunate fact regarding th» crop production 


in Nebraska is that a large proportion of it is co»isumed 
within tho borders ot tho state. The beef cattle and 
dairy intprpfits, the hogs and chickens, use a very large 
pprcent«g« of th rrains grown here. Almost equally 
important is the fact that the cattle are being constant- 
ly ,-mpro^-d in strain, there being 74,174 pure-bred — 
tatered beef cattle in Nebraska, according to the 
ccri>us. The dairy industry is growing rapidly and to 
quote one paragraph from the department's bulletin: 
"The dairy cow occupies an important position In the 
production of Nebraska's wealth. Dairy animals kept 
on SO.-170 farms produce milk and cream to the average 
of $30.000,000 annually. Since the cow furnishes 18 per 
cent of the diet o£ the average American family, 
a 


large part is consumed in the home^ of the producers,, 
but the marketed portion brings in a cash revenue of 
118 000 000 per year." It is lnterei|tlnB to note that the 
railroads of the state handle 12.000,000 gallons of cream 
annually.

RIGHTEOUSNESS EXALTETH.

This is but saying that they will de- 
scribe the ar*-typical civilisation of 
this age. Nevertheless, when the tale 
is finally told, I believe that It will 
show that the forces working for 
good in our national life 
outweigh 


the force* -working for evil, and that, 
with much halting and turning aside 
from the path, w« shall yet In the end 
prove our ialthr. by our works, and 
•how in our lives our belief 
that 
righteousness «jtalteth_a_natlon 


nomena of no reality in hallucina- 
tory acts. In dreams we are para- | 
noiacs 
with abnormal 
imaginative ! 


powers; w* multiply everything- 
by 


1,000 
and place ourselves, our own 


ego, in the center of the world. 


The most priniitave sort of drenm 


is the one in which the wish Is rea- 
lized. The chilrl obtains the toy most 
longed for in its dream. As it grows 
older and disillusions and di^jippoint- 
ments crowd one another "i life, the 
dream takes another form; It be- 
comes the dream of anxiety and later 
all the passions 'become sources of 
creams. The play of the 
passions 


takes plastic form in pictures, less of- 
ten in sou/ids and only very seldom- 
in hallucinations of taste and odor. 
The fact that sensations of touch are 
so rarely of 
any 
significance 
in 
dreams while in our waking state 
we are constantly making use ot" this 
sense, must appear very remarkable 
to us. Our fantasies are 
stimulated 


mostly by optical and acoustic sen- 
sations, 


Consequently it was at first very 


astonishing to hear blind people tell 
of dreams in which the sensation ot 
touch was pre-eminent. They are dif- 
ficult to describe, because we are 
unforunately 
accnmstomed to per- 


ceive almost everything opticaly dis- 
like 
exceedingly to 
abandon 
this 
agent of interpretation of experience. 
In this manner the blind 
peison 
dreams of a fictitious battle in which 
he plays the principal role. This is 
the same sort of «. droam that is ex- 
perienced by a normal person, but 
with the difference that no element 
in the dream is sensed optically, but 
only through touch. 


Only those born blind dream ex- 


clusively of touch sensations. Those 
who become blind in after life, who 
are forced to exohanjre their optical 
onccption of the world's panorama 
for one in which the sensation 
of 


touch plavs the dominant part, .ex- 
perience dreams of a corresponding 
ature. That is, thi?"bptiral dreams are 


mixed with dreams in which the touch 
sensation prevail-?, but finally they 
ar» entirely displaced by the latter. 
The dreams of the blind have been 
found to be full of life, a fact which 
csnnot be made to jibe -with experi- 
mental psychological investigations. A 
paradoxical conditi&i' exists here in 
the fact that the semblance to reality 
of the fantasmagorical pictures in the 
dreams of people who h»,v« suffered 
the loss of one or more senses is in- 
creased In comparison with persons 
who are in possession of all their 
sen sep.
